AN ORDINANCE MAKING APPROPRIATIONS AND ADOPTING THE
BUDGET FOR THE TOWN OF NEW MARKET FOR THE FISCAL YEAR
ENDING JUNE 30, 2012

SECTION 1 BE IT ENACTED by the Mayor and Council of the Town of New Market that,

in accordance with the Charter of New Market and the Public laws of
Maryland relating to the budget procedure, the several amounts herein
specified, or so much thereof as shall be sufficient to accomplish the

purposes designated, arc hereby appropriated and authatized to be
disbursed for salaries, wages, technical and special fees, materials and

all other expenses for the Town of New Market, for the fiscal year

beginning July 1, 2011 and ending June 30, 2012 as hereafter indicated.

SECTION 11 BE [T FURTHER ENACTED that for the coming fiscal year the tax rate for real property is hereby set at twelve
cents ( $.12) per one hundred ($100) assessment as certified by Frederick County for real property. The tax rate
for operating property of all public udlities and incorporated businesses is sct at forey-five ceats {$.45) per onc hundred
doliars {§100) inventory valvation as certified by state Deparement of Assessments and Taxation for opetating
property and for the personal property of non-incorporated businesses at forty-five cents ($.45) per one bundred dollars ($100) inventory
valuation as certified by the State Department of Asscssments and Taxadon and the Collector of Taxes is hereby authorized
and ditected to collect from the owners of all such property within the taxable limits of the Town of New Market these taxes for
2011-2012 ac the said rates: this being the amount necessary, in the judgement of the Mayor and Council of
New Magket , to enable the town government to pay all municipal debts, obligations and expenses of the
Town of New Market which will become due and payable during the fiscal year 2011-2012.

SECTION IIY BE I'f FURTHER ENACTED that any seal property owner who reaches the age of 65 during the 2011-2012
fiscal year is cligible for 2 $100.00 tax refund. This sefund will be calculated according pro-rated period of property ownership
dusing the 2011-2012 fiscal year. This refund applies to anly one owner per property. Refund will only be disbursed
to the property owners as certified by the Statc Department of Assessraents & Taxation. Refund will be disbursed in the name
of all property owners of qualified properties regardiess of age. This refund is not limited to the number of properties awned.
Al taxes must be paid in foll before tax refund disbursed. Corporately held and partaership properties do not qualify for refund.

SECTION IV BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that the real property and the personal property taxes
provided for in SECTIONS II & III shall be duc and payable on the first day of July and shall be overdue and
in acrears on the first day of the following November. They shall bear interest while in arrears at the rate
of one centum for each month or faction of 2 month undl paid.

SECTION V BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that the treasurer be required to present a quartedy
financial report within forty five ( 45) days after the end of the quarters ending September 30,
December 31,March 31, and June 30 of each year.

SECTION VI BE IT FURTHER ENACIED that the fees for all permic applications in the Town
of New Market be the same as the present level for the 2011-2012 year, except 28
amended from time to time,
SECTION VII BE [T FURTHER ENACTED that 2 contingency fuad in the amount of unappropriated
balance be established for usc at the discretion of the Mayor and Council for any emergency in the
Town,unanticipated expenses, and for the future municipal needs such as land puschase,
building purchase, water system, etc. This fund, to the extent unused each year will be allowed to
grow annually.

SECTION VIII AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that this ordinance shall take effect on June 30, 2011
